During April 1952 the Tugoelar press carried many article# criticising 
the London Conference, which v»» colled by the United states and Great Britain 
to confer with Italy on the civil administration of ’Jonh A * im An Trieste, Tb# 
Jugoslav press was critical because Yugoslavia was not invited to attend a die cue si on 
of the situation which they considered vital, to them. "Press Wireless, ** 1475 
Broadway, Be w York City, in ita Tanjug relaaoea of March 29 and April 21, 1952, 
Motioned that Ycjposlavla could coneider no conclusions which might be reached at 
London a a binding because Yugoslavia was not present, RAPO IVANCXVIQ was in- 
structed to put pressure on the emigrants, as well as "foreigners'- in this matter, 
(T-2, 4A/52). 

On April 2, 1952, SDSUTIC discussed this situation with reTEjT&mjOC, 
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1 Slovene- *m«ri can of °an Frandrco, KOITTIC thought that KURNICX vae a amber 
the cooed t tee being fomed among the r lo venae to welcome Dr* AIE 5 BEBLER, the 

Yugoslav delegate to the United Nations. KURHCK advised ROBOTIC that 
ne was not on the ccenittee* KOfUTlC then launched a discussion concerning what 
he called the recent *Ta sci st-inspired demonstrations *’ in Trieste, vhich allegedly 
vere seeking to have that city turned over to Italy* BOSUTIC clained it was 
necessary for the Slovenes to get together with the other Tugoalatian group* to 
protest ary action vhich vould give Trieste to Italy* KOFUTIC clained that the 
Fascists ell over the world vere working toward getting Trieste for Italy* K0T0TIC 
felt that Dr. BF.RIKR would discuss this very issue when he oaae to Fan Francisco, 
but b * felt that It vould be very good if an appeal could be drafted before BEBLER’e 
arrival, which appeal would be to the United States Go v ar ment d e m andi ng that a 
favorable decision (to Jugoslavia) be reached concerning Trieste* 

JETER 1URMCK asked KD5UTIC vhat he thought the Soviet Union would think 
about the situation, and KD f .UTIC expressed the belief that Soviet Union vould be 
very pleased to see Italy be given Trieste so that they then could tell the Yugo- 
slavs that Italy would never have gotten Trieste if Yugoslavia had stayed allied 
with the Russians, KD5UTIC suggested that if the Slovenes were going to have another 
meeting before the banquet tf or BEBLKR, they should discuss this matter and try to 
draw the appeal vhich would cay that they vere Americans of Slovenian extraction 
asking for a aecaocratio solution of the Trieste question; that is, to give the 
city to the majority people, the Slovenes. KtRHICK said that no mor* meetings 
vere planned before the banquet, which KDFUTIC considered to be an unfortunate 
situation, 

KD'UTIC then urged ’OTJICK to write a letter to the Slovene press urging 
all Slovenians to band together to take positive action* lDSUTIC said Immediate 
action vac needed* KORUTIC also suggested that KURKICK aria* at the banquet for 
EEELER to ask that such a resolution be passed, JQD C UTIC said that Slovenians 
and the Croat Ians had lived in Trieste for a long time, and the Ital i a ns had come 
there only after '*orld Var I* It appeared to the informant that KtRHICK agreed to 
make this appeal at the bancuet because SDrUTIC said he would tell RAFO IVAJJCE7IC 
and JOd^EBTSl what CTRNICK pUnrwd to do. (T-3, i/2/52). 

During this period Consul General IVANCEVIC was • epee i ally active in 
this field, contacting leaders of Togo Slav group* In fan Pedro, Fontana, Do* Angela* 
find Portland urging them to sand protests to t»ui "Jivt-j 
the United r tates Congress.

KD c UTIC was not noted in playing a large role in this episode, except in 
the interview with KURNICK and in one contact with Rev. HIRED VUI5ICH, KkJlJdC 
asked the Rev. VUISICH if Loe ingeles Serb organisations had dona anything about 
Trieste* Her. VUIEICH paid they had not. WDSUTIC told him that this was not so 
good because already organisations in c an ledro, Fontana and elsewhere had protested, 
KOSUTIC told Rev. VTJISICH to get in touch with GEORGE KDVACEVIC and see what could 
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bo <?one. (T— 2, 5AV52) .

WUTIC ha o heretofore been interested in Inheritance natter o; one such 
case involved the estate of EI>>JSQKCTA (phonetic), and concerned property in 
Arisons, This esse was being handled by the fan Fr^ncisoo Consulate, as veil as 
that in Chicago and there vaa disagreement between XDSTJTIC and Consul General 
YTOOF.OVIC a? to the proper course to be followed. KD'UTIC had discussed the 
property vith ?.©v, KDHD VTIIfICH, who advised that the property should not be 
sold at tris tine beoause the Ffertland attorneys for the Consulate in San Fran- 
cisco, nnael^slttAS aht^JCH 7A2E, we^e allegedly trying to make a quick sale to a 
friend of theirs* Therefore, the Chicago Consulate had Instructed HAAS and 
not to sell until they received further infonsntion, VUKKIROVIC vaa 
inclined to think that Rev. VHXflCH was being influenced In his opinion by 
friends in 'rlsona, and KDSUTTC thought hi a infoimatlon vaa trustworthy. 

Other problems in thia particular estate which caused difficulty ..*■*•*“ 
concer.is.Cvw^.j^r^^uUiM. between heirs in the United States and Yugoslavia 
the question of reciprocity, VTOGROVIC was making arrangements vith another 
lav firm and KDfUTIC ccrmnented that the Consulate at c an Francisco had only 
HAAS and SOTJAm to deal with. (T-?, 4/3/52). 

lb previous period XCCUTIC had also commented concerning the attorneys 
which were serving the Consulate in these estate matters and he had expressed a 
desire to find sane additional representatives. He felt that the charges made 
by HAAS and ?CH*. r ftS5, which were 15% of the net of estates in simple matters and 
on up to 33% in difficult cases, was too high a figure. (T-l, 3/1 2/5?). 

At the sane time, SOfUTIC asked HAAS and FCH3A® for the names and ad- 
dresses of lav firms who collaborated vith BAIS and SCHUAER, saying that In their 
travels around, the Consulate officials would like to drop In and meet some of 
these people, (T-l, 3/18/52).

3D 5 UTIC received in struct ions from Belgrade which included critioi-w^ 
of their work report. Belgrade said that t~eir report showed a lack of analysis 
end indicated they believed this had happened because the Consulate was sub- 

mitting its reports to the Consular Section of the Ministry of Foreign Affairs, 
which was interested only in the normal work of the Consulate and passed over all 
other questions. The Consulate was therefore instructed that henceforth their 
report vae to be divided into three sections, as Consul ,r ork, Sal grant Affairs 
and Tblitical Froblems. These separate parts were to be sent to the Consular 
-action, to Section Six for Ifai grant Affairs and to the Third Regular Section, 
respectively, (T-l, 3A?/5?).

TAre^^fRSC, an elderly Jugoslavian who has 
devoted Map* If to extensive reeding, was present but could not speak out becauee 
of two un— named persons also present vho had made eo much money that they were 
Slaves to their own capital." SJREHO reve aled that be had been writing articles for 
the Tugoslav press and sending them to HDUTIC, who signed them with a fictitious 
signature and sent them on to such Yugoslavian newspapers as "flerri List." One 
such nene used was KTTJCA POPDVIC. °TOK), at that tine bad composed something 
else concerning MBDLAJEV TELEOATJ, which he sent on to BOfUTIC for hie study. Be 
asked that if KDSUTIC vsr to use this material, he was to sign it with the word 
"Montenegrin."
